TWO REMBRANDTS SOLD HERE. 

In the remarkable inaugural loan ex- 
hibition of old and modern pictures, 
which celebrated the opening of the 
new and beautiful galleries of the Art 
Association of Montreal, and which 
was prolonged a week from the date 
originally set for its closing, Jan. 1, 
there were shown, among no less than 
six Rembrandts — an astonishing num- 
ber of works by this master to be 
owned in one city of the new world — 
two unusual examples of the master, 
which it was not even known to the 
art public either of New York or Mon- 
treal, were in this country. Both of 
these, the half-length portrait of an 
Old Man in Black Cap and the half 
length presentment of a Young Rabbi 
— the last from the Rudolph Kahn col- 
lection, and the former shown at the 
unique exhibition of early Dutch mas- 
ters in the Jeu des Paumes Galleries in 
the Tuileries Gardens, Paris, in the 
Spring of 1910, are owned by Sir Wm. 
van Home, were recently secured by 
him in New York and are notable ad- 
ditions to his fine collection of old and 
modern masters.

The plan is part of a larger scheme 
for furthering the interests of American 
art in Paris, which includes also the 
opening of a sales depot for American 
artists' works. 



EVANS BUYS RELIGIOUS ART. 

A collection of twenty-six pictures 
painted by Otto Walter Beck, illus- 
trating the life of Christ and which 
were shown last year at the Brooklyn 
Institute and the National Arts Club, 
were recently purchased by Mr. Will- 
iam T. Evans. 

This collection constitutes an im- 
portant American contribution to re- 
ligious art, and in conception and ex- 
pression belongs to the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

Mr. Evans has presented twenty can- 
vases from this collection to the 
Brooklyn Institute. The titles are as 
follows : 

"Thy Will, not mine, be- done." "The 
Last Supper," "Gethsemane," "The Betray- 
al," "Consummation," "Pieta," "Easter 
Morning," "The Doubting Thomas," "Spir- 
itus," "Christ and Peter," "The Vision of the 
Shepherds," "Christ and the Doctors," 
"Christ and the Rich Young Man," "The 
Man of Sorrows," "Lux Benigna," "Christ 
and His Mother," "He went up into a Moun- 
tain apart," "Except ye become as little 
Children," "Hope and Last Hope" and 
"Foreshadowings." 

Of the remaining six canvases he 
has presented "Christ and Nicodemus" 
to the Museum of Montclair, N. J., 
"The Supper at Emmaus" to the New- 
ark Museum and "Suffer Little Chil- 
dren to Come Unto Me" and "Christ 
before Pilate" to the National Gallery 
at Washington, D. C. For his private 
collection, Mr. Evans, retains "The 
Child Mary" and "The Shepherd."

Raeburn Portraits at Knoedler's. 

For the benefit of the Artists' Fund 
and Artists' Aid Societies, as last sea- 
son, M. Knoedler & Co. have ar-ranged 
again this Winter another display of 
rare old pictures in their handsome 
large gallery on the ground floor of 
their building, 556-558 Fifth Ave., 
which will remain open through Jan. 
25. This season the Messrs. Knoedler 
have assembled no less than twenty- 
four distinctive and representative por- 
traits — several of famous men and 
women — by the early Scottish master, 
Sir Henry Raeburn, whose distin- 
guished and noble art has so greatly 
grown in the appreciation of critics 
and collectors, and have consequently 
so increased in money value during the 
past five years. 

The finding and assembling even in the 
metropolis, of so many splendid and su- 
perior examples of Raeburn's great portrait 
art, is surprising, and the effect of these 
superb and life-like presentments of men, 
women and children, as one enters the gal- 
lery, is so unusual as to arouse almost ex- 
cited comment. It is doubtful whether any 
such assemblage of portraits of even Rae- 
burn's contemporaries, save possibly Rey- 
nolds and Gainsboros, would have such an 
even and high standard of excellence. 
Opinions will necessarily differ, with indi- 
vidual preferences and tastes,' as to the 
relative quality of the portraits, but there 
can be no dissenting opinion as to the excel- 
lence of all. The clou of the collection, to 
the present writer, is the half length seated 
portrait of Mrs. Cruikshank of Langley 
Park, a most remarkable work, in its won- 
derful rendering of textures in its richness 
and depth of color, and life-like expression, 
but there are those who may prefer as the 
"star" picture the ^-length and beautiful 
portrait of Lady Scott Moncrieft, the H- 
length seated presentment of Mrs. Johnston 
of Straiton, with its beautiful rich color 
quality; the distinguished ^-length stand- 
ing portrait of Gen. Andrew Hay of Mt. 
Blairy in full uniform, filled with martial 
spirit, or the really wonderful ^-length of 
the youthful "Wra. Fraser, Jr., of Reelig," 
the youth with the fine eyes and the splen- 
didly painted neck-cloth. Young mothers 
will yield the palm to that always delight- 
ful and truthful presentment of childhood, 
"Sons of David Munro Binning." 

There is in the portrait of Mrs. Hill a 
touch of Hoppner, as also in that of Mrs. 
Campbell. But it is useless to describe 
these pictures in any detail. Those named 
and their fellows form, when seen togeth- 
er, the most distinguished "one-man" por r 
trait show ever held in New York. 



an unusual portrayal of a Spanish monk, 
an early portrait of a man in armor, a most 
charming rendition of St. John and two 
panels, representing "Madonna and Child" 
and the "Virgin," y 2 life-size, the former 
in blue and the latter in pink robes, delicious 
in color and evidently wings of a tryptych, 
which effectively flank the portrait of the 
monk in a white robe, placed between them. 

There is a typical and unusually fine Ya- 
length standing portrait of "Senora de 
Mendoza" by Alonzo Coello, hard, of 
course, but more expressive than usual, a 
bust portrait of Donna Mariana of Austria 
by del Mazo, once thought and with reason 
to have been painted by Velasquez, a M- 
length standing figure by Murillo, exquisite 
in quality, two unusually fine examples of 
Ribera, a "St. John" and a "Saint," an at- 
tractive Zurburan portrait of "Miguel del 
Pozo," and typical and attractive examples 
of Alonzo Cano, Louis Morales, Ribalta and 
Valdes Leal. 

But the clou of the collection is the really 
splendid bust portrait of El Conde de Tepa 
by Goya, in depth of color, solidity of hand- 
ling and strength of expression, one of the 
best examples of this master seen in many 
a day. 

The Messrs. Ehrich are to be warmly con- 
gratulated in this excellent display. 



Old Masters at Fischer's. 

Mr. ^ Victor G. Fischer has arranged, in 
compliance to the wishes of many of his 
New York patrons, an exhibition of rare 
and valuable old paintings at his gallery, 
No. 467 Fifth Ave., which are well worth 
the visit and study of collectors and con- 
noisseurs. Mr. Fischer's admitted judg- 
ment, taste and knowledge have enabled 
him to assemble in his beautiful galleries 
an exceptionally choice display. Several of 
the pictures now shown are such unusual 
examples of their masters that they can be 
seen many times and on each visit will re- 
veal new beauties. Especially striking and 
appealing among the works now shown is 
a really wonderful example of Ter Borch, 
an interior with two figures, rich and deep 
in color and tone, and marvelous in the ex- 
pression of the figures, a .delightful little 
presentment of a woman in furs by Gerard 
Dou, and a lovely portrait of a lady of the 
Court of Louis XIV by Caspar Netscher, 
the fair subject painted seated in a garden, 
with extraordinary fidelity. 

It is not necessary to run over the list 
of all -the pictures shown, which are with- 
out exception, art gems of the first qual- 
ity, but mention must again be made of the 
beautiful and famous Rubens group, the 
"Holy Family." from the collection of the 
Duchess of Sutherland, the distinguished 
man's :r pprtrait r .r>y Van -Dyke,;- and- the un- 
usually fine and typical "Waterfall," by 
Jacob von Ruisdael. 



Portraits by Sholto Johnstone Douglas. 

At the Scott & Fowles Galleries, 590 
Fifth Ave., there are now on exhibition 
through Jan. 18, some nine portraits by 
Sholto Johnstone Douglas, a member of the 
well-known Sholto-Douglas English fam- 
ily. These, for the most part of titled Eng- 
lishwomen, including one of the Princess 
Patricia of Connaught, are characterized 
by good and true draftsmenship, rare re- 
finement of treatment and expression, and 
sober and dignified coloring. That the artist 
is versatile, is proven, however, by two 
contrasted works, one a double portrait of 
the Misses Millais, evidently painted out of 
doors in a high key, very broadly brushed 
in and exceedingly luminous, and another 
double portrait, the "Two Sisters," in a low 
gray color key with an almost diaphanous 
gray background — rather Whistlerian in 
effect. 

The ^-length seated portrait of the 
Princess Patricia is a charming presentment 
of this sweet faced young woman, in a 
sober and refined color scheme, of light 
purple and gray. Very sweet and tender in 
expression is the oval portrait of Miss 
Douglas Hamilton, while perhaps the best 
of all the portraits is the ^-length of the 
elderly Dowager Countess of Northesk, 
solidly and well painted. There is an ef- 
fective, delicate gray-toned sketch portrait 
of a Spanish beggar boy, again suggestive 
of Whistler, and portraits of the Countess 
of Drogheda and Lady Kinru — the last the 
artist's sister.

The exhibition, which is to be one of por- 
traits exclusively, promises to be a distin- 
guished and beautiful display, and will at- 
tract throngs of art lovers, as well as mem- 
bers of New York society. It will surprise 
even those who knew the strength of the 
dead painter's work and the unusual num- 
ber of distinguished sitters that he had as 
patrons. There will be portraits shown of 
such well-known Americans as Prof. Henry 
F. Osborne, Judge Lovett and Mmes. Ed- 
ward H. Harriman, Arthur Iselin, James 
A. Burlen, John Astor, Robert Gary, 
'Charles ' Cary Rumsey, Robert Goelef and 
Miss Dorothy Iselin, of such well-known 
children as Master Ogden Phipps and those 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert. Goelet, of such 
adopted Americans as Mr. and Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Guinness, of. such noted English 
women as the Duchess of Rutland and her 
daughter, Lady .Diana Manners, now the 
Marchioness of Anglesey, and pf such 
French men and women as the Sculptor 
Rodin, and the erstwhile society beauty, 
Mme.

WITH THE ARTISTS 



Leon Dabo, who sailed for Europe 
Dec. 26, did not go in the interest of 
the proposed exhibition of Painters 
and Sculptors, as was thought, but to 
paint quietly in the South of France, 
as he was too much disturbed in New 
York to continue his work this Win- 
ter. He will not return 'before April. 

Eugene Speicher has recently com- 
pleted a three-quarter length seated 
portrait of Mrs. Geo. Hill, and is now 
at work upon one of Mrs. Charles Dana 
Gibson. The latter fair sitter is be- 
comingly gowned in a purple evening 
dress, painted to show to advantage 
the beauty of her clear white skin. It 
is made to blend harmoniously with a 
soft green background, and the whole 
arrangement is graceful and artistic. 
Another recent portrait is of Mrs. Kin- 
ney, President of the D. A. R. The 
work will be placed in the Conn. Chap- 
ter House. ->,. 

In addition to his black and white, 
Charles Dana Gibson has been keeping 
up his color work the past few years in 
which he has improved remarkably. 
He has been recently painting full- 
; length presentments of beautiful Amer- 
ican women, in the manner of Gains- 
borough, and purposes holding an exhi- 
bition of these next year. 



During the past summer in Europe 
Wilhelm Funk painted five portraits of 
well-known people, and since his return 
to his New York Studio he has painted 
' Mrs. George G. Moore, of Detroit. The 
color scheme is one of soft reds, grays 
and whites. The composition is admir- 
able in arrangement and is one of his 
strongest works. He is now painting 
an attractive presentment of little Miss 
McKinnon, daughter of Mr. John W. 
McKinnon. He plans an exhibition in 
February at the Reinhardt Galleries. 



William T. Ritschel painted several 
•strong, fine marines at Monterey, Cal., 
from whence he has lately returned 
during the past Summer, and has sold 
some of the most important since his 
arrival. His large moonlight, shown at 
the Academy last year, was recently 
sold by the Phila. Art Club. 



Frederich H. Crane has been devot- 
ing considerable time of late to figure 
painting, with successful results. He 
has painted some charming little com- 
positions in oil and pastel which he in- 
tends to exhibit in the near future. At 
his studio in the Colonial Building 
where he has recently taken up quar- 
ters, having moved from the Gainsbor- 
ough, he is showing several landscapes 
painted at Dorset, Vt., during the past 
Summer, all interesting in composition 
and attractive in color. 



• Under the auspices of Mr. H. Topa- 
kyan, the Persian Consul General in 
New York, an Armenian artist, C. Ca- 
lusd, is showing a group of interesting 
marines at the Plaza Hotel through 
Jan. 24. Notice will be made next 
week. 



BALTIMORE (MD.) 

The Walters Gallery opened for its 
four months' season last Wednesday 
with a large attendance a number of 
New Yorkers and strangers from other 
cities' having been among the visitors. 

The museum pieces and ceramics in the 
lower loggia have been largely augmented 
since the collection was last seen, the new 
acquisitions being on the whole extremely 
interesting and valuable, particularly from 
a historic standpoint. 

One of the most important is the head of 
a cherub carved in high relief in marble 
against a background broken by small vi- 
treous squares of an exquisite shade of 
blue by Donatello and from the chapel of 
the Medici villa. There is also the marble 
figure of a woman — a work of noble sim- 
plicity, mounted on a panel covered with 
pale blue velvet — that also came from the 
Medici villa. 

Several torsos of male figures, one vigor- 
ously colored, and probably of very early 
Greek origin, are in the same cabinet as is 
a Gallo-Roman Hercules found at Vienna in 
1866. The Hercules is a small bronze in 
very good state of preservation and came 
from the Taylor sale in London. A bust of 
a child (marble) has a pedestal to. itself; 
it was found at Alexandria. 

The ivories are especially fine and present 
a very wide variety. They include a Bacchus 
attributed to Balthazar Pormoser from the 
Jitta and Schuster collections, a group of 
Three Saints of primitive English produc- 
tion, very curious in its rich polychrome ef- 
fect; a rarely beautiful St. Sebastian, a 

XVII century Christ and a "Virgin and 
Child" (French XIV century). 

A large proportion of the additions are of 
Egyptian derivation. Among the most an- 
cient is a remarkable wooden figure dis- 
covered at Assiout, dating from the XII dy- 
nasty. Another similar in form but display- 
ing differences of period, dates from the 

XVIII dynasty, while close by are a number 
of models that the Egyptian sculptors of the 
XXII dynasty used, and two impressive 
pieces of black granite. "Scribes" of the 
same era, from Karnak. 

Passing hurriedly these and hosts of other 
fragments one comes to a cabinet contain- 
ing a wealth of gorgeous color, color that 
only is seen in old jewelry and enamels. 
There is a wonderful lot of Limoges enam- 
els made by the Penicauds, a "Last Supper" 
of the same material signed "K. I. P.," a set 
of jewels, including a pendant, a hair orna- 
ment and a belt, of quite barbaric splendor, 
that formerly belonged to the Shah of Per- 
sia, a Mille-fleur glass tray, Greek, that is 
as if frosted with powdered opals, a half 
dozen fascinating bits of Lapis Lazuli, oddly 
carved, etc. 

The box wood statuettes are capital ex- 
amples and some of them are as lovely as 
the nude figure of the child that stands alone 
on the top of one of the taller cases. This 
was produced in Italy during the XVII cen- 
tury. 

It is impossible to do justice in a brief 
article to the hundreds of objects lately 
placed in the museum. It is only to be re- 
gretted that the extremely crowded state of 
the gallery prevents their being placed so 
they can be seen to their best advantage. 

The exhibition of the Baltimore 
Watercolor Club opened at the Pea- 
body Gallery on Wednesday. The 
show is an admirable one in every re- 
spect and contains representative work 
by a number of the foremost American 
artists of the day. Detailed notice of 
it will be given next week.

CORCORAN GALLERY EXHIBIT. 
(Final Notice.) 

It is gratifying to know, as the writer 
resumes an all too hasty review of the 
fourth biennial exhibition of contem- 
porary oils at the Corcoran Gallery, 
Washington, which will continue 
through Jan. 26, and says his final 
word as to the admirable display, that 
the attendance and interest in the ex- 
hibition have justified and exceeded 
all expectations. Washington and vis- 
iting art lovers will see the pictures re- 
moved from the walls at the close of 
the present month, with sincere regret. 
Pictures in Galleries D, E and F. 

Those painters who are to the fore in 
gallery D, are Hugo Ballin, who shows in 
"Butterflies" one of his typical outdoors 
with figures, permeated with the influence 
of the early Italian masters, rich and deep 
in color and full of light, but marred by 
careless drawing, especially of the boy's 
figure, Wm. T. Smedley, whose portrait of 
Master Gordon Crawford is characteristic- 
ally strong, well drawn and expressive; J. 
Francis Murphy, who sends a representa- 
tive landscape, "A Showery Day," as truth- 
ful and poetic as usual; the veteran Elihu 
Vedder, who shows his well-known indi- 
vidual, and, of course, virile "Adam and Eve 
After the Death of Abel," the late Rob- 
ert McCameron, with one of his always in- 
dividual virile character studies of the poor 
"Waiting for the Doctor," and Mary L. Ma- 
comber, who is represented by her beauti- 
ful figure work, so rich in color and allur- 
ing in expression as to be virtually a modern 
Madonna, "The Nightingale." 

A still life by Elizabeth Paxton, "The 
Breakfast Tray," deserves warm praise for 
its clever handling and fresh true color 
and truthful arrangement. W. T. Smed- 
ley]s portrait of Miss K. B. Crawford is a 
fitting pendant for that of Master Craw- 
ford, above mentioned. Abbott H. Thayer's 
"Winged Figure" is familiar — a typical 
classical study with much expression. The 
"Andromeda," of Geo. de Forest's brush, 
is a curious lapse for this able painter, dull 
in color, with hair that looks like brass. It 
is a pity to see so strong an artist so poorly 
represented. The color of Sargeant Ken- 
dall's "Penumbra," also a female figure, 
leaves much to be desired, while Robert 
Henri also nods in his full-length standing 
portrait of Mrs. Becker, (the former Eulabee 
Dix, the miniaturist) in her wedding dress, 
in which, while the expression is sweet and 
natural, the figure is flat and the white 
dress vaguely painted. The canvas lacks 
Henri's usual force. 

Gallery E is stronger as to its contents 
than Gallery D. There is a good example 
of Alexander Harrison, still hard but a little 
freer in treatment than have been his moon- 
light marines of late, an excellent canvas 
imitative of Richard Miller, by Frank C. 
Ashford, "The Three Sisters"; two blue- 
toned picturesque night landscapes of Phila- 
delphia from the Delaware, by Edward W. 
Redfield, very strong and with much feel- 
ing, and a full-length standing presentment 
of a fencing master by Gari Melchers, a 
virile performance, if not an over-attractive 
one. 

Those strong and individual woman paint- 
ers, Mary Cassatt and Lydia Field Emmet, 
are well represented, the former by her fa- 
miliar "Children Playing with a Cat," and 
the latter by a charming study of a child, 
"Olivia." Leonard Ochtman sends a tender 
delicate spring landscape and F. K. M. 
Rehn one of his strongest and best "Rocks 
with Surf at sunset. Wm. Ritschel also 
shows a rocky (California) coast scene. A 
portrait of a New England woman by G. B. 
Troccoli is, while an ugly subject, exceed- 
ingly well painted and resultingly attrac- 
tive. There is a rather chalky little land- 
scape by Daniel Garber, "September Fields," 
a good example of W. E. Schofield, and a de- 
lightful presentment of Beauvais Cathedral 
by C. Q Cooper. W. L. Lathrop's "Summer 
Afternoon" is one of the best landscapes in 
the display, simple and true, with lovely 
feeling and fine air. The female figure of 
Eugene Paul Ullman, sent from Paris, 
while delightful in color, is marred by care- 
less drawing. Willard L. Metcalf is repre- 
sented by his always welcome, truthful and 
beautiful "Red Oak"; Charles M. Young 
shows a good landscape in "April Afternoon 
— Virginia" and Wm. Wendt a deep rich 
and true one with notably fine distance ef- 
fect, in "Verdure and Snow." 

The two spirited but almost brutally 
drawn, or rather blocked in outdoors and 
figures of Geo. Bellows "Polo" and "Beach 
at Coney," slap one in the face on entering 
Gallery F. These familiar pictures, crudely 
drawn and colored as they are, somehow 
"grip" one all the same, but it is. rather a 
relief to turn from them, in this gallery, to 
E. T. Hurley's diaphanous landscape, "Deer 
Creek Valley," Philip Little's charmingly lit

A World-Famous Bust Discovered. 

Another phase in the history of one of the • 
most famous busts in the world began Dec. 
17, when Barre's statue of Napoleon III. was 
sold at auction in Berlin for $150. With this 
bust the whole- world may be considered 
familiar, since it supplied the model for the 
coinage of the Second Empire. Its vicis- 
situdes began in the Franco-Prussian War, 
before which it was situated in a niche on 
the outside of the Hotel de Ville in Metz. 
When the French fortress fell into the hands 
of the Germans the bust was summarily re- 
moved from its civic position and put in a 
barn. Its subsequent history is of the 
vaguest.

The 
display of Joan of Arc portraits, prints 
and other memorabilia of the French 
heroine and martyr, at the American 
Numismatic Galleries, the remarkable 
dxhibition of twenty-four striking ex- 
amples of the early Scottish master, 
Sir Henry Raeburn, at the Knoedler 
Galleries for the benefit of those excel- 
lent and deserving organizations, the 
Artists' Fund and Artists' Aid Socie- 
ties, the annual display of members' 
work at the National Arts Club, the 
memorial exhibition of works by the 
late Louis Loeb at the Herter Galler- 
ies, the show of portraits by the clever 
French modern painter, Henri Caro- 
Delvaille, at the Gimpel and Wilden- 
stein Galleries, and of well-painted 
presentments of noted people by Sholto 
Douglas at the Scott and Fowles Gal- 
leries, a display of well selected, rarely 
fine Old Masters at the Fischer Gal- 
lery, one of the works of the early 
Spanish masters at the Ehrich Galleries, 
with numerous other exhibitions in 
"Dealers' and Club galleries, and the 



FOREIGN ART EVENTS. 
New Louvre Collections. 

According to reports from Paris, the 
arrangement of the Caimondo collec- 
tion is deferred until next summer as 
some formalities are delaying the pay- 
ment of the sum voted by the Senate for 
that purpose. 

Owing to discussions, as to the tes- 
tamentary dispositions of the late M. 
Delort de Gleon, some delay is taking 
place in the placing in order of the 
collections bequeathed by him of art 
objects of Arabic and Persian origin. 

A court decision is necessary as to 
whether the expenses of arrangement 
are to be borne by the heirs of the es- 
tate. 

Repairs at Munich Pinakothek. 

Owing to the renewal of the walls, 
five of the rooms at the Munich Alte 
Pinakothek are being closed until Feb. 
15. These are those devoted to early 
Florentine and Venetian works, as well 
as those containing Dutch paintings 
generally, and pictures by Rubens and 
Van Dyck. 

Von Tschudi's Successor, 

The late Hugo von Tschudi, Director 
of the Bavarian State collections, has 
been succeeded by Toni Stadler, the 
landscape painter. The new Director 
has been created Knight of the Maxi- 
milian order; a similar honor having 
been conferred on two other Munich 
painters, Adolf Hengeler and Josef 
Wenglein.

Art News from the N. Y. Times. 

"William M. Chase, the noted American 
artist, is to paint a portrait of President- 
elect Wilson. Mr. Chase is one of a num- 
ber of well-known portrait painters, who 
have sought the opportunity to paint Gov. 
Wilson. Among them is Seymour Thomas, 
of whose famous campaign portrait more 
than 4,000,000 copies were distributed 
through the country last Autumn, and at- 
tracted much attention. The news (of Mr. 
Chase's purpose) has created much interest 
in art circles, as Mr. Chase has been looked 
upon by many as the foremost American 
portrait painter, since the death of John S.

der's typical decorative and silvery toned 
figure work, "The Gossip," and Adolph 
Borie's "Apple Girl," rich in color quality. 
There are two characteristic examples of 
F. C. Frieseke's, the two green "Fleur- 
de-Lys" and the "Open Window" in 
this gallery, whose better pictures are 
completed by Walter MacEwen's clever 
figure work, "The Magic Mirror," and Al- 
bert L. Groll's typical "Arizona Desert." 

In Galleries G and H. 

The "star" pictures of Gallery G are John 
F. Carlson's fine and truthful "Woods in 
Winter" purchased by the Corcoran, Ever- 
ett L. Warner's strong "Brooklyn Bridge," 
Joseph de Camps' three-quarter length 
standing and strong portrait of Frank 
Duveneck, Paul Dougherty's characteristic 
full-aired and breezy coast and marine, 
"Foam Girdled," H. Bolton Jones' land- 
scape, stronger than usual even for him, 
deep and rich in color, and Richard N. 
Brooke's two coast scenes, "A Tidal Pool" 
and "Incoming Tide," a long step in ad- 
vance for this good painter, very true and 
beautiful in color and full of air and light. 
The former has been bought by the Cor- 
coran. 

Other pictures worthy of note in this gal- 
lery are Willard Metcalf's "Red Bridge," 
Ben Foster's "Late Autumn Moonrise," a 
head by George de F. Brush, a nude by Rich- 
ard Miller, a three-quarter length standing 
portrait of a man by Cecilia Beaux and 
Hobart Nichol's fine landscape, "Cloud 
Shadows." 

In Gallery H, I noticed, especially for 
mention, Geo. W. Sotter's clever "Gloucester 
Harbor," Max Kuehne's "Across the Har- 
bor," a curious canvas, but somehow most 
appealing, somewhat metallic in light and 
color, but full of allure; De Witt Parshall's 
poetical "Nightfall," Douglas Volk's always 
charming "Maid of the Manor," Carl K. 
Nordell's unusual and strong character 
work, "The Listeners," John W. Beatty's 
simple, truthful and strong landscape, 
"Plymouth Hills— Sept"; W. M. Paxton's 
clever Genre "Breakfast," and good ex- 
amples of Tryon, Waugh, Woodbury, Hoe- 
ber, Rosen, C. W. Ashley, E. F. Rook and 
Elizabeth Nourse. 

In this gallery also hangs Frank W. Ben- 
son's fine portrait with splendid air and 
light and truthful expression, "My Daugh- 
ter," bought by the Corcoran; H. Dudley 
Murphy's tender and poetic "Turquoise 
Sea," beautifully delicate in color; Lionel 
Walden's rich, fine "Moonrise"; E. H. Pott- 
hast's strong alpine canvas, "Grindelwald 
Valley" and Myron Barlow's interior with 
figure, "La Toilette," with John McClure 
Hamilton's historically valuable and good 
portrait of Mr. Gladstone, seated at his 
library desk, in Hawarden Castle. 

In the Atrium. 

The Atrium or Corridor has, as usual at 
these biennial exhibitions, a few of the best 
pictures in thefdisplay. Here, for example, 
is Charles Bittinger's clever interior with 
figures, "Preparing for the Dance"; Martha 
Walter's outdoors with figures, "Sunshine," 
clever in technique and delicious in color; 
William Baxter Closson's charming figure 
work, "The Angel," with its lovely, delicate 
tone and color and poetry of expression, 
and W. H. Howe's cattle and landscape, so 
rich in color. There is also here a good 
landscape by W. A. Coffin, a superior Adi- 
rondack forest landscape by the veteran 
R. M. Shurtleff, "After Rain— Keene ^al- 
ley," and Eugene Speicher's striking por- 
trait of Charles Dana Gibson. I also no- 
ticed two good harbor studies by Louise Up- 
ton Brumback, M. Jean McLane's delightful 
speaking double portrait of two children, 
as good as a Sargent; August Koopman's 
virile, rich, deep-colored figure work; W. R. 
Derrick's lovely landscape, "Through the 
Birches"; J. B. Davoll's "Winter Coast- 
Moonlight," Carl Rungius' "Children of the 
Sage," with its splendid movement of fright- 
ened deer, and Chauncey F. Ryder's unusu- 
ally fine landscape, "Cape Porpoise." 

With this summing up, closes my 
reviews of this superior exhibition, the 
best that the Corcoran Gallery has yet 
had, and which should be a model for 
the organizers of other exhibitions of 
the kind the country oyer.

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, Jan. 1, 1913. 

An excellent exhibition of paintings 
by the best modern artists is now on 
view at Messrs. Tooth and Sons' Gal- 
leries in Bond Street, the "picture with 
a story" being especially well represen- 
ted. At the hands of such artists as E. 
Blair Leighton, Sir Luke Fildes and 
Seymour Lucas, one is certain of find- 
ing the subject treated with skill and 
craftsmanship, and these qualities are 
especially noticeable in the canvases 
now on view. Those who are familiar 
with Messrs. Tooth's wisdom in the 
selection of their exhibits will be as- 
sured of the certainty of only meeting 
at their Galleries the best pictures of 
their kind. 

With regard to the "St. Bartholo- 
mew" of Rembrandt, reproduced in the 
American Art News of Dec. 7 last, the 
date affixed to it has now been con- 
firmed as 1657. Mention is made in 
The Morning Post of the Dec. 17 of the 
article in the Art News which accom- 
panied the illustration. 

The Post-Impressionist influence is 
strongly marked in the case of the Ex- 
hibition of the Camden Town group at 
the Carfax Gallery. Wyndham Lewis 
would perhaps be more correctly de- 
scribed as a "Cubist," for his work is 
an ingenious geometrical arrangement, 
all the jnore puzzling since, at times, it 
does actually bear a remote resem- 
blance to the subject chosen. Walter 
Sickert likewise chooses a somewhat 
elusive method of expression, but since 
he is able to convey the impression 
that it is worth while solving it, it 
would be idle to cavil at his work. 
Some really sound work is contributed 
by J. B. Manson, Pissarro and Bayes. 

Although it was at first understood 
that the Italian Government would 
consent to waive the Pacca Law in the 
case of the removal from Venice of the 
pictures collected » by the late Sir 
Henry Layard and bequeathed by him 
to the National Gallery, a good deal of 
doubt now exists as to whether the 
treasures will ever be allowed to leave 
Italy. The statement made some years 
ago by the owners to the effect that 
the collection was purchased abroad 
and taken by them into Venice is hot 
entirely correct, several important 
items having been proved to have been 
purchased from local antiquaries. The 
influence of public opinion in vetoing 
the removal of works of art to foreign 
countries grows in Italy every year, 
and it is certain that London will not 
become possessed of the Layard pic- 
tures without a severe struggle. 

A gift recently made to the Victoria 
and Albert Museum by Mr. Robert 
Mond, is an early 16th Century stand- 
ing livery-cupboard, ornamented with 
open-work Gothic carving and decor- 
ated with the Prince of Wales feathers, 
probably marking it as having at one 
time been in the possession of Arthur, 
eldest son of Henry VII. The cup- 
board was discovered not long ago in 
an old farmhouse in Shropshire. 
There has been removed to the Muse- 
um an interesting panelled room of 
about 1730, formerly belonging to a 
hov,se in Hattc.u Garden. The wood 
employed is pine and the doors and 
mantel are highly carved. This acqui- 
sition renders complete the series of 
interiors comprised of English panel- 
ling. Another interesting addition is 
a Charles II cabinet of English lacquer, 
showing a carved stand, silvered in- 
stead of gilt. The cabinet has brass 
fittings and displays on a black ground 
raised figures in gold and colors. 

A unique Arabic Mss. of which there 
is believed to be no other copy in ex- 
istence, has been acquired by the trus- 
tees of the British Museum. The Mss. 
is the work of Ghazzali (1059-1111 



A. D.), a professor of the Nizamiya 
College in Baghdad and the author of 
a number of theological treatises. The 
manuscript, which gives an account of 
certain unorthodox Mohammedan sects, 
was copied in the year A. D. 1266; it 
is perfect except for a few missing 
pages at the beginning. The light 
which it throws on some hitherto ob- 
scure points in early Asiatic religions 
makes it of extreme importance, no 
theologian having had greater influence 
than Ghazzali on contemporary reli- 
gious beliefs since the time of Mo- 
hammed himself. 

A recent sale of modern etchings at 
Christie's has accentuated the esteem 
in which the work of our best latter- 
day etchers continues to be held. Muir- 
head Bone's "Ayr Prison" was bought 
by Mr. Connell for £92, while D. Y. 
Cameron's "The Five Sisters, York 
Minster," went to Mr. West for £94, 
his "Ben Ledi" fetching £136. 

At Puttick and Simpson's the fine 
collection of Rowlandson's, brought to- 
gether by the late Mr. Francis Har- 
vey, and afterwards sold by him to 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Jan. 1, 1913. 

Last week took place the first Ses- 
sion of the Louis Valentin sale, which 
were successful. Mr. Valentin was an 
amateur of 18th Century engravings.

SEATTLE. 

The exhibition of works by Bonnerie 
in the Museum Galleries attracts much 
attention. The display comprises por- 
traits and landscapes and seascapes 
painted in Finland, France and Italy. 
Perhaps his best portrait is the full 
length of Director G. L. Berg. The 
modeling of the face and hands is 
strong and the likeness is true. 



Trinquesse by Pierron and "L'amant 
sans gene" by Cochin after de Troy, 
are all excellent examples. There is 
in addition a series of impressions by 
Watteau, Bartolozzi, Boilly, Chardin, 
Coypel, Desrais, Greuze, Le Bas, Le 
Barbier, Mallet, Queverdo, etc. 

In the sessions already held, twelve 
etchings by Freudeberg, "Le Monu- 
ment du Costume," fetched 6,900 frs. 

At the Exhibitions. 

It is now an established rule to ex- 
hibit at the Beaux Arts the works exe- 
cuted on command for or bought by the 
French Government ' during the past 
year. These are only the complete 
works of which the Administration of 
the Beaux Arts has from the moment 
possession. They have been directly 
commanded from the artists, or are 
bought when shown in Exhibitions. 

This year, these works number 436, 
and are composed of water colors, pas- 
tels, drawings, paintings and sculp- 



tures, and the works of the National 
Manufacturies of Sevres and Gobelins. 
It would require too much space to 
note all the work and would moreover 
be difficult to select for especial men- 
tion as all are excellent. 

One always enjoys a visit to the dis- 
plays of the artists caled "Independ- 
ents." Their works have often a 
freshness and freedom which is seldom 
attained in quite finished canvases. 
The acknowledged masters of the 
School of Painting confess that some 
of these artists are good colorists, but 
declare they cannot draw. This is both 
true and false. They do not draw 
classically, but in their own fashion, 
which proves sometimes a striking one. 
The Nudes by Maurice Denis, for ex- 
ample, are masterful, those of Mme. 
Marvas, such as "Daphnis and Chloe" 
are very graceful. 

Some Nudes by Roussel on grey pa- 
per, may be compared with those of 
Prud'hon. Challie has a thorough 
knowledge of his art and makes great 
progress. The works of Karkhoff are 
firm and sound and Alcide le Beau is a 
picturesque artist. The water colors 
by Laprade are charming. The draw- 
ings by Puy, Manguin, Charny, Valtat, 
are all to be praised. Desvallieres has 
a subtle work, Guino is a virtuoso, Her- 
mann Paul is always witty in his sub- 
jects and as subtle as ever. Vallotton 
is a proven painter, and D'Espagnat 
exhibits good works, but is too much 
influenced by Renoir. Othon Friesz, 
of whom I have already spoken, ex- 
hibits also some of his pieces, and Sig- 
nac is always the Master of the Water 
Colorists. 

This exhibition is of great interest 
and is completed by two "Vitrines" of 
Henri Farge, already noticed. 

Miscellaneous Exhibitions. 

At the Galerie Arthur Tooth and 
Sons, an exhibition of Mezzotints after 
the English masters, Gainsborough, 
Reynolds, Lawrence, Romney, Hopp- 
ner, etc., is now on. 

At the Lyceum Club, the exhibition 
of Peasant works of art, under the 
presidency of the Baronne Kulmer, is 
open in the exhibition room, and at the 
same gallery, the exhibition of the 
"Arts Decoratifs" presided over by the 
Duchess d'Uzes was inaugurated some 
time ago and has been a success. 

The exhibition of "Engravings on 
Wood" and of the works of Bernard 
Naudin, still attracts crowds at the Pa- 
vilion de Marsan. 

Some News Notes. 

I recently had the good luck to be 
invited, with some friends, to see the 
illustrations made by Guillonnet for 
the "Jeanne D'Arc" of Mr. Frank Bren- 
tano. Guillonnet is one of the richest 
colorists of the day, and is just back 
from a journey in Sicily, from whence 
he brings many ideas and souvenirs. 

The illustrations are composed of 
forty water colors, and it is hard to 
conceive a more effective series. The 
artist is a learned man and his power 
of emotion, enabled him to make forty 
masterpieces in honor of the heroine. 
His drawing is supple and sound, his 
knowledge of past times has not driven 
him to accuracy and coldness. 

These forty pictures tell the life of 
Jeanne, from the humble cottage of 
Vaucouleurs to the scaffold. They are 
picturesque and full of life, they speak 
of home and quietness or of mysticism, 
they are full of anguish or are pathetic. 
I would like to note all their titles, but 
here are some, gems among others: 
"L'entree dans Orleans," "La bataille 
de Patay," "L'apparition des Saintes," 
and the most striking one, "Les Seig- 
neurs Anglais raillant Jeanne." 

There is no living lover of books that 
will not place among his favorites 
"Jeanne D'Arc" by Guillonnet.

Women Artists at Powell's. 

A group of representative women 
artists is exhibiting at the Powell Gal- 
lery, 989 Sixth Ave., through Jan. 18. 
Mr. Powell is to be congratulated on 
his selection of painters, who are all 
worthy artists. There is nothing 
"weak" in this little show and if any 
one thinks that American women 
painters are not following the men 
closely, let them visit this display and 
learn to the contrary. Charlotte B. 
Coman is here with three works, of 
which "The Old Red Barn/' different 
in subject and treatment from her 
usual blue green valley scenes, is re- 
markably good. Not less interesting 
is her "Brook." Emma Lambert Coop- 
er's three examples, in which she has 
surpassed herself, are rich in color and 
faithfully presented. Alethea Hill 
Piatt's "Evening at Dartmoor," could 
hold its own in any exhibition no mat- 
ter how strong. Her "Afternoon Tea" 
is also an unusually good canvas and 
marks her steady advancement. Agnes 
Richmond deserves much praise for her 
marked improvement over any previous 
exhibitions of her work. Her "Elea- 
nor," a sunny outdoor work is a faith- 
ful and serious canvas. "The Little 
Frog" and "Under the Trees" are 
equally interesting. 

Susan Watkins Serpell has two ex- 
cellent canvases "Still Life" and "Lux- 
embourg Garden." Clara Davidson 
and Anna Fisher show works which 
are decidedly to their credit — the lat- 
ter's "Green and Gray" is a "star" 
performance. Rhoda Holmes Nichols 
shows two typical works, and Martha 
Walter's four examples add distinction 
to the display. Her "Bathing Hour" 
is full of movement, fine in color, 
broadly and strongly painted. "J une 
Morning" and "In the Rose Arbor" arc 
also appealing works, and entitle her to 
a place of distinction.

Robert Reid at Montross'. 

First in the list of 1913 exhibitions at the 
Montross Galleries, 550 Fifth Ave., comes 
Robert Reid with eighteen typically colorful 
and decorative canvases. The gallery pre- 
sents a joyous aspect and harmony of color 
that is decidedly alluring, and if at times 
some of the figures are carelessly drawn, the 
fault must be forgotten in the delicious sym- 
pathy and beauty of tone that pervades the 
majority of the works. What could be more 
lovely than "In September Woods/' rich 
in autumn coloring and with a well-placed 
and graceful figure of a woman, charming 
in line and faithfully presented? "Spring- 
time," a landscape, high in key and happy 
in feeling, well deserves its name; "The 
Fairy Story," a composition of two young 
girls, is tender and appealing. 

Low in tone and having much of the 
"painter's quality" is "Midsummer Pool." 
"Betty" is a sunny, bright canvas with a 
charming figure in the foreground which 
might be counted one of the best works in 
the display were it not for a badly drawn 
hand which somewhat mars its beauty. 
"Black Eyed Susans," is a natural present- 
ment of a young girl, even if the figure is 
rather awkward and seemingly too long in 
line. "The Miniature" is a faultless canvas, 
appealing and tender, and "Out of My Win- 
dow," "Winter" and "Autumn Landscape" 
are worthy performances. Altogether char- 
acteristically strong and individual show.

Joan of Arc Exhibition. 

A unique collection of more than 1,200 
objects relating to the birth and life of Joan 
of Arc was formally placed on exhibition 
on Monday at a reception in the galleries 
of the American Numismatic Society, 156 
St., west of Broadway, to continue for a 
month. The object of the exhibition is to 
raise a fund to erect a Joan of Arc monu- 
ment in this city. 

The ceremonies attending the opening 
were held under the auspices of the Joan 
of Arc Statue Committee, the French Insti- 
tute in the United States and the American 
Numismatic Society. Dr. George Frederick 
Kunz, president of the committee, presided. 
The exhibition was formally opened by Vis- 
count Vejean, First Secretary of the French 
Embassy in Washington, who spoke in be- 
jialf of Mr. Jusserand, the Ambassador. Ad 



dresses were made also by Charles B. 
Stover, Messrs. J. Sanford Saltus and Louis 
Delamarre. 

The display comprises photographic re- 
productions and prints of paintings and 
statues of Joan of Arc; statuettes of silver, 
bronze, marble and plaster; drawings, paint- 
ings, Mss., medals, etc. The contributors 
to the exhibition include Messrs. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, Dr. George F. Kunz, W. A. 
Clark, Rodman Wanamaker, J. Sanford 
Saltus, Jean de Beaurepaire and others. Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan loaned Mss. dealing 
with the character and history of the hero- 
ine, and former Senator dark sends a group 
of six paintings by Boutet de Monvel show- 
ing scenes taken from the career of Joan. 
There is, in addition, a complete set of 
drawings by the same artist. Mr. Saltus 
contributes among other objects a very 
rare book printed in 1612, dealing with 
Joan's life. The most remarkable of the 
exhibits is, however, a piece of stone weigh- 
ing fifty pounds, taken from the dungeon 
where Joan was imprisoned and maltreated 
at Rouen before being burned at the stake 
by the English. This relic was sent by Mr. 
Beaurepaire, a resident of Rouen. 

Works by the Late Louis Loeb. 

The exhibition of paintings and drawings 
by the late Louis Loeb, now on at the Her- 
ter Galleries, 841 Madison Ave., until Jan. 
27, by arrangement with the executrix of 
his estate, includes among the larger can- 
vases several familiar subjects, such as the 
three characteristic landscapes, "L. Alle- 
gro," "Moonlight" and "Summer," the 
"Girl with Poppies," remembered as a Salm 
medal picture; the "Nymph," a charming 
figure of a young girl, and still another, 
"The Bud." 

A striking canvas is shown in "Eve," a 
large nude, and "Man With Jug"; also the 
colorful "Peacock," so strongly representa- 
tive of the gifted painter. Letitia's portrait 
of a young girl, the only watercolor, and 
18 smaller sketches, consisting of figure 
studies and landscapes, constitute the re- 
maining oils. 

The exhibition is supplemented by 20 
original drawings for illustrations, which 
include "Venetian Courtship," drawn for 
Collier's Weekly, and which won a silver 
medal at the St. Louis Exposition. These 
studies in the nude and several vigorously 
drawn descriptive subjects. 

The Indjoudjian collection of Persian pot- 
tery and oriental antiques will continue on 
exhibition in conjunction with the Loeb ex- 
hibit until Jan. 27. 

Annual Arts Club Members Display. 

The Annual Members' Exhibition of 
Painters, Sculptors and Architects opened 
at the National Arts Club with a reception 
on Wednesday last. As is usually the case 
with "members' " exhibitions, "extremes 
meet," but on the whole the display is above 
the average. The gold medal, which car- 
ries with it the $1,000 prize, was awarded 
to W. Elmer Schofield for his vital land- 
scape, "Spring Thaw," a worthy canvas to 
be sure, but not more so than several others 
in the display whose owners happen to be 
outside of the "little ring" who seem to 
constantly receive all the awards. Why not 
have some of the younger painters, who 
are doing good work and deserve encour- 
agement? The silver medal was given to 
Gifford Beal for a strong "Winter Land- 
scape" and the bronze medal went to Lil- 
lian Genth for her beautiful "Mother and 
Child." 

In the list of paintings those which stand 
out strongest are Charles Vezin's "Earth 
and Sky," Charles W. Hawthorne's "Among 
the Roses," Alethea Hill Piatt's "The Moor- 
land Shepherd," "Day Ending," by J. N.

secco by Geo. Haushalter, an American art- 
ist, long resident abroad, are on exhibition 
in an upper gallery at Knoedler's, No. 556- 
558 Fifth Ave., through Jan. 11.

The eighth Macdowell Club exhibition 
which opened at the club gallery, 108 West 
55 St., Jan. 9, to continue through Jan. 21, 
does credit both in the selection of the art- 
ists and the arrangement of the pictures.

Es- 
pecially good is the latter, a well drawn and 
well painted nude back.

TRASK ON 'FRISCO'S EXP'N. -

It will have floor space of 140,000 square 
feet. That may not convey any impression 
to you, but when I tell you it will have five 
times the floor space of the Academy here, 
you will get a better idea of its size. The 
Fine Arts Palace is to be situated on a la- 
goon, and will be arranged for showing 
paintings and sculpture in an intimate way. 
From every gallery the visitor will be in- 
vited to enter the next by the happy loca- 
tion of a painting or a piece of sculpture.

I expect to do about Feb.. 9, 'I will make 
public the names of the Advisory Commit- 
tees in the East."

OBITUARY. 
Leon Hirsch. 

When the news of the singular and 
shocking fatality— a slip and a fall 
backwards down an elevated road stair- 
way—resulting in a fractured skull 
and sudden death, which removed Leon 
Hirsch, was brought to the Galleries 
and other art resorts, in which he was 
a familiar figure and always a welcome 
visitor, on Monday morning last, it 
was not at first credited, for the kindly, 
genial and popular student, patron and 
collector of art had been greeted by a 
host of friends only on the Saturday 
afternoon previous. 

Mr. Hirsch, who was born in New 
York in 1869, and who was conse- 
quently 43 years old, was the son of 
Mr. Joseph Hirsch and the brother of 
Mr. Nathan Hirsch, and resided with 
his parents and brother in West 71 St. 
Educated in his native city and enter- 
ing business as an importer of cotton 
goods as a youth, although absorbed 
in commerce, in which he was exceed- 
ingly successful, Mr. Hirsch became 
early in life an earnest student of art. 
He was a close and constant reader of 
art authorities and histories, travelled 
and studied closely and intelligently 
the galleries of Europe, and some ten 
years ago began quietly the collection 
of old masters. 

Possessed of rarely good taste, a 
knowledge to which he was constantly 
adding, and a keen and discerning eye 
for the good in art, he had assembled 
while a comparatively small, an ex- 
ceedingly choice and valuable collec- 
tion of representative examples by the 
mastery of the early foreign schools. 
He enjoyed the acquaintance and 
friendship of the most eminent of 
European "experts," notably Drs. 
Bode and Friedlander and Senor Be- 
ruete, and of the leading dealers in both 
this country and in Europe, and for 
each and every one of his pictures he 
secured a written endorsement from 
some "expert" of authority, so that he 
had reason for especial pride, not only 
in the beauty and rarity, but through 
these endorsements, in the value of his 
treasures. This value will be proven 
should his collection be disposed of at 
private sale, or come on the market at 
auction. 

But Mr. Hirsch's loss is greater than 
that of the average collector to the art 
world of America, and is sorely felt 
for personal reasons. He had an un- 
usually charming and attractive per- 
sonality and kindly disposition, was an 
exceedingly good conversationalist, 
and as a consequence was beloved by 
his family and friends, and more than 
liked by his business acquaintances. 
The greatest sympathy is felt and ex- 
pressed for and with his family, and 
it is the universal verdict of the New 
York art world that the tragic passing 
of Leon Hirsch has left a gap and. that 
"his like" will not soon be "looked upon 
again." The Art News has a deep 
sense of personal loss and grief in his 
passing, for he was always its sturdy 
patron and devoted friend. 

At the funeral on Thursday morning, 
the large church was thronged to the 
doors.

H. S. Yamanake of Boston bought two 
pastels, and paid $620 for the "Danseuse," 
by Degas, and $1,025 for the "Jeune Fille 
Lisant," by Mary Cassatt. 

The results of Thursday evening's sale in 
the Plaza Ballroom will be given next week. 
If they sustain the general average of the 
first session's offering, it may be said that 
the result of the sale was good, as the pic- 
tures were not those for the New York 
market, and had they been offered in 
Paris, where the works of the French Im- 
pressionists have more general appreciation, 
would have brought higher figures. 



STILSON HUTCHINS' PICTURES. 

The value of the contents of the art 
gallery of the late Stilson Hutchins, of 
Washington, as given in the inventory 
filed recently is stated as $160,000. In- 
cluded in the works of art are paintings 
attributed to Rembrandt, Corot, Tur- 
ner, Israels, Gerome, Millet, Nattier, 
Reynolds and Inness.

Gerome's "Scene in a Harem" is ap- 
praised at $6,000 and similar valuations 
are given to two paintings by Israels, 
and one given to Nattier. The Millet 
is valued at $5,000 and the attributed 
Reynolds at $1,500, which latter valua- 
tion is also given to a "Sunset," claimed 
to be Inness.

CHICAGO. 

Centennial celebrations for American 
artists are rare and Chicago is plum- 
ing herself on the loan collection of 
works by the old Portraitist, G. P. A. 
Healy, now on exhibition at the Art 
Institute until January 19. When 
George Alexander Peter Healy (1813- 
1894), after a successful career as a 
painter of the portraits of distinguished 
men, decided to make his home here 
in 1892, it was no sudden whim, for as 
far back as 1855, after winning a gold 
medal — the highest honor awarded an 
American artist up to that time — for 
his "Franklin before Louis XVI," Mr. 
Healy had accepted the invitation of 
W. M. Ogden to visit the western vil- 
lage. He painted a number of people 
at the time whose portraits are now 
on view, many of which were hidden in 
the Newberry Library for years. Now 
the public is making acquaintance 
with the man and his work through the 
efforts of his four daughters, Mmes. 
Bigot, Besly, deMare and Hill, whose 
portraits as children are included in the 
collection. Healy painted frankly and 
definitely, and here is a gallery of such 
distinguished statesmen, as Daniel 
Webster, Henry Clay, Elihu Wash- 
burne, John C. Calhoun and Bismarck, 
of such military heroes as Gens. Grant, 
Fox and Sherman, such personages as 
Gambetta, De Lesseps, Thiers, Motley, 
Henry M. Stanley, Lincoln, Longfel- 
low and Richard H. Dana, and the first 
Mayor of Chicago, William M. Ogden. 

These lifelike reproductions of great 
men of their time, the men who made 
history, are not only interesting but 
educational, for they represent the 
conflicting emotions of human nature, 
as these strong personalities were then 
engaged in ifierce political conflicts, or 
making history in poetry or music. 

Portraits of the artist at various pe- 
riods of his life, an attractive present- 
ment of Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick, Sr., 
in the quaint crinoline of the past, and 
many Chicago men and women, now 
known for their interest in the artistic 
side of the city, invite attention. The 
artist was self-taught until, in 1834, he 
went to Paris to enter the studio of 
Baron Gros, where he formed a life- 
long friendship with Thomas Couture. 
Although well received there, where 
he became a painter of royalty, there 
are only three portraits of royalties on 
the walls, those of King Charles I, 
Queen Elizabeth of Roumania, and the 
Princess of Oldenburg. Louis Philippe 
was painted by the young artist, but 
the canvas was destroyed in the revo- 
lution of 1848. 

After many years of labor, the artist, 
at the age of seventy-nine, decided to 
reside here permanently but survived 
only two years. For years many of 
these portraits were hung in a dim light 
at the Newberry Library and the pres- 
ent display is a privilege conferred by 
his daughters, who have been most suc- 
cessful in assembling the collection.

W. P. Henderson's Oils and Paintings. 

William Penhallow Henderson has 
once again invited the uncertain appre- 
ciation of a public which fails to un- 
derstand him in his endeavor to inter- 
pret the art of painting from a view- 
point which is a riddle to them. In 
strong contrast to the Healy paintings 
is the work of this most modern of art- 
ists, whose treatment is so diverse and 
so unlike the accepted canons of the es- 
tablished school, but Mr. Henderson is, 
however, patient with the uninitiated 
regarding his portraits and oils in gen- 
eral, but the lovely pastels express the 
color values this earnest and individual 
artist delights to blend. There are 
thirty-nine oils and thirty-two pastels, 
which include landscapes from Italy, 
Spain and France, notably the group of 
the "Pays Basque." 

With the Dealers. 

Among the dealers the usual displays 
are on, but the portraits by Harry Solo- 
mon at Reinhardts' are drawing many 
friends of the young Chicago artist. 
Mr. Solomon painted to advantage dur- 
ing his two years abroad, and the fact 
that Mr. Reinhardt is interested is evi- 
dence of their worth. There are ten or 
twelve of life size, portraits of women 
and men, expressive of different char- 
acteristics, revealing Mr. Solomon's 
close study of human nature. Roullier 
continues the Grace Gassette exhibi- 
tion of portraits of well-known Chi- 
cago, New York, Mexico and Paris peo- 
ple. Miss Gassette is always a favorite 
with Chicagoans. Other prints, black 
and white, and colored, are also on 
view in his other galleries. Thurber 
shows a splendid array of landscapes by 
W. Elmer Schofield, painted in Rich- 
mond, England, Bruges, Connecticut, 
Bologne, and notably the "Fish Wharf 
at Dieppe." The "Red Rooves at 
Bruges," the beautiful "Near Bridge- 
port," (Conn.), with its exquisite color 
and values. The remaining twenty 
canvases form an admirable ensemble 
rarely enjoyable, of American art. 
Moulton and Ricketts are occupied in 
arranging several important exhibits 
for the near future.

The architecture will be 
simple in details. The dominating 
style will be Italian, but there will be 
a hint of French and Colonial in the 
structure, molding together, giving a 
dignified effect. The plans also call for 
an art gallery measuring 100 feet by 35 
feet, with an entrance on Fifth Ave., to 
house Mr. Frick's costly collection of 
old Masters and 18th Century English 
portraits.
